A Cincinnati Enquirer reporter, in- 


I terviewiog Anna Dickinson, reports her 
as saying : She has been lectaring on 
"Joan of Arc" in Savannah, and was 
requested by a committee of gentle- 
men, residents of that city, ^to let the 
people hear her on some topic on which 
she had lectured in the North. 
She 


agreed to do so, and chose "Compulsory 
Education" for her topic. 
In her lec- 


ture she gave some statistics concern- 
ing the State she was lecturing in, and, 
she says, her audience became impa- 
tient and angry, and some of them 
(among others several of the gentlemen 
who had requested her to give the lec- 
ture) were leaving the room, when she 
interrupted the lecture, and, addressing 
several by name, called their attention 
to the fact that she had only yielded to 
them in delivering the lecture 
Said 


she "I told them that, hearing me 
give the statistics of crime and misery 
in their State, their 
feelings were 


arouaed against me because I was from 
the North, and that, though they had 
sat calmly while one of their own num- 
ber gave the same facts, they rebelled 
against them as given by me because I 
was a Northern woman. I told them 
to forget this , to think of me as an 
American, and .one of themselves, not 
as Georgians, but as Americans, and 
they would feel none of this resent- 
ment.
